m etals. 
Shown above is the gold dredge o f the Perry-Schroeder M ining C om pany op eratin g on the shores 
o f Hauser Lake about 15 m iles northeast o f Helena. Mont. 
The dredge w as com pleted in N ovem ber 
1988 and has successfully been m ining gold from the placer gravel deposits which occur in this secticm. 
A loan of $‘250,000 was made by the RFC for the construction o f the dredge.
